TEE  1S48  AGRICULTURAL  COiTSSRVATION  PROGRAM 


Cor.pari sons  of  ‘’statistics"  for  the  1948  AGP  v.dth  these  of  previous 
years  might  tend  to  the  belief  that  AC?  pro  pram,  activity  is  on  the 
decline*  However,  it  is  significant  to  note  tint  although  the  total 
amount  of  program  funds,  when  compared  to  the  previous  year,  was 
reduced  almost  in  half,  participation  figures  s how  a drop  of  only 
4 per  cent  over  1947* 

A comparison  of  the  extent  and  payment  for  individual  practices 
shows  a rather  uniform  drop  in  most  cases.  It  is  significant  per- 
haps  that  payment  for  establishment  of  permanent  pastures  increased 
somewhat  despite  decreased  funds.  For  1949  and  future  programs 
pasture  development  will  no  doubt  become  one  of  the  more  important 
AGP  practices,  as  well  as  of  increased  importance  to  the  farm- 
economy  of  the  State,  Additional  allocations  cf  funds  were  made 
to  all  counties  in  194S  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  the  establish- 
ment of  mere  and  better  pastures  on  the  acreage  necessarily  diverted 
from  depleting  crops.  Tvc  might  look  then  for  substantial  increases 
in  pasture  acreages  and  payments,  as  well  as  an  increased  conserva- 
tion materials  program  in  the  seeds  and  fertilizers  used  in- 
establishing  good  pastures,  in  tne  years  to  come. 

Further  comparisons  of  other  programs  with  the  1948  AC?  do  not 
necessarily  present  an  accurate  picture.  Along  with  decreased 
funds  there  was  the  limitation  of  payment  to  any  one  payee  of  a 
t' 500. 00  maximum;  because  of  the  limitation  many  farmers  reduced  the 
extent  of  practices  which  otherwise  would  have  been  carried  out. 

1948  was  the  beginning  of  a "return  to  normalcy”  with  emphasis 
shifting  from  the  increased  production  cf  war  years  to  a "balanced” 
agriculture,  in  line  v.dth  a peacetime  demand.

Section  II 


Tobacco  Marketing  Quotas  - 1940-49  Marketing  Year 


The  Marketing  Quota  program  is  designed  to  assist  in  adjusting  the  supply  of 
tobacco  in  line  with  demand,  thereby  preventing  the  accumulation  of  price- 
depressing  surpluses  with  corresponding  lower  prices  to  the  producer. 

The  authority  for  the  tobacco  Marketing  Quota  program  is  contained  in  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938,  as  amended,  and  empowers  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  to  proclaim  National  Marketing  quotas  for  the  various  kinds  of 
tobaccos  whenever  it  is  determined  that  the  total  supply  of  tobacco  is  in 
excess  of  the  reserve  supply  level  as  defined  in  the  Act.  The  quota  procla- 
mation by  the  Secretary,  however,  is  contingent  on  a referendum  in  which 
tobacco  producers  arc  given  the  opportunity  to  cast  their  vote  either  for  or 
against  quotas.  If  two-thirds  or  more  of  the  votes  cast  favor  quotas,  the 
Marketing  Quota  program,  becomes  operative.  In  Virginia,  quotas  were  in  effect 
on  bur Icy,  fire-cured,  and  flue-cured  tobacco  for  the  1948-49  Marketing  Year,

Tobacco  received 
under  loan  is  dried,  packed,  and  stored  by  commercial  facilities  on  a contract 
basis  and  is  sold  by  the  Cooperative  Association.  Ynen  all  tobacco  taken  by 
the  Association  is  sold,  receipts  in  excess  of  loans  and  costs  are  pro-rated 
to  the  growers  who  placed  the  tobacco  under  loan.

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Section  III  PRICE  SUPPORT  PROGRAMS 

A.  1949  Potato  purchase  Program 


The  1949  Irish  Potato  price  support  program  differed  in  two  important  res- 
pects from  the  program  for  prior  years# 

1#  prices  were  supported  at  60  percent  of  parity 
2#  The  same  price  was  offered  for  all  grades 

Prices  were  supported  at  $1.70  per  hundredweight  during  the  month  of  June 
and  at  $1.60  per  hundredweight  thereafter#  As  in  1946,  purchase  offices 
were  set  up  in  Norfolk  and  at  Onley,  Virginia,  on  the  Eastern  Shore,  to 
handle  the  program# 

In  contrast  to  1948,  when  purchases  were  very  heavy,  only  moderate  pur- 
chases were  necessary,  and  those  wore  limited  very  largely  to  the  lower 
grades.  Out  of  total  purchases  of  391,045  hundredweight  only  31,431 
hundredweight  or  about  8 percent  consisted  of  U#  S.  No.  1 grade# 

Total  commodity  cost  to  the  Government  of  potatoes  purchases  was  $634,200.00 
or  less  than  one -tenth  of  the  $6,403,000*00  spent  in  buying  potatoes  under 
the  1948  program. 

Smaller  purchases  and  reduced  cost  arc  attributed  to: 

1.  The  smaller  crop  in  1949.  EAE  estimated  the  crop  was  approxima- 
tely 16  percent  smaller  than  the  1946  crop  in  the  State  and 
about  19  oorccnt  smaller  in  the  countrv  as  a whole. 

i.  %/ 

2.  The  reduced  support  price. 

3.  The  one  price  system. 

The  latter  two  factors  gave  growers  a strong  inducement  to  sell  better 
grades  on  the  commercial  market,  since  it  was  only  there  that  a premium 
for  quality  could  be  obtained.  The  effect  of  the  one  price  system  was  to 
channel  the  low  grades  to  the  Government  and  the  removal  of  these  low 
quality  potatoes  from  the  market  tended  to  hold  up  commercial  prices  which 
for  the  better  grades  ranged  from  just  above  to  over  twice  the  support 
price .

Potatoes  were  furnished  through  county  agents  in  80  counties  for  delivery 
to  farmers  for  livestock  feeding  demonstrations.  In  addition  to  the 
277,538  hundredweight  furnished  from  Virginia  for  this  purpose,  130,500 
hundredweight  was  shipped  for  the  same  purpose  from  New  Jersey  where 
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purchases  exceeded  available  outlets.  Y.hile  complete  reports  on  the 
feeding  demonstrations  have  not  yet  been  made,  farmers  have  been  generally 
highly  pleased  with  results  obtained,  and  this  outlet  for  surplus  potatoes 
has  proven  very  successful.

B.  1948  Sweet  Potato  Purchase  Program 


In  the  fall  of  1948,  126,356  bushels  of  sweet  potatoes  were  purchased  to 
carry  out  the  Government's  commitment  to  support  prices  at  90  percent  of 
parity.  All  purchases  were  made  on  the  Eastern  Shore.  'Thilo  the  program 
provided  for  some  variation  for  varieties  and  period  of  purchase,  practi- 
cally all  sweet  potatoes  purchased  in  this  State  were  bought  at  4-1  .55  per 
bushel,  if  washed,  and  $1.50,  if  unwashed.  All  potatoes  purchased  were

potatoes  purchased  were  disposed  of  to  Section  32  cutlets  for  human  con- 
sumption, which  included  mainly  the  school  lunch  program  and  institutions. 

The  Department  is  supporting  the  1949  sweet  potato  crop  at  80  percent  of 
parity.  U.  S.  No.  1 ’ s are  being  supported  at  $1.30  per  bushel,  if  washed, 
and  $1.25  per  bushel,  if  unwashed.  ' ith  the  season  approximately  half 
over,  cnly  six  carloads  have  been  purchased.  It  appears  certain  that 
total  purchases  in  1949  will  be  much  smaller  than  under  the  1948  program. 


C . 1948  Snap  Sean  Purchase  Program 

The  194-8  snap  bean  purchase  program  was  of  short  duration,  lasting  only 
about  a week  and  resulted  in  the  Government  purchasing  10,811  bushels 
or  seventeen  cars.  All  beans  purchased  were  from  the  fall  crop  and  were 
purchased  in  the  Norfolk  area.  It  was  required  that  snap  beans  be  in- 
spected and  grade  65  percent  U.  S.  No.  1 quality.  Prices  paid  were 
$1.35  per  bushel  for  the-  round  podded  varieties  and  semi-round  podded 
varieties  and  41.10  per  bushel  for  flat-podded  varieties. 

All  purchases  wore  disposed  cf  to  the  school  lunch  program,  orphanages, 
charitable  hospitals,  and  other  institutions. 


Total  commodity  cost  of  the  program  was  $13,134.35. 


D • 1948  Corn  Pu r c ha s e Pr o g ram 

Early  in  1948  the  State  Committee  announced  that  1918  Corn  Purchase  agree 
nents  would  bo  available  to  producers  in  this  State.  Under  the  agreement 
program  producers  would  deliver  acceptable  corn  to  C0C  in  June  1949  but 
wore  not  obligated  to  do  so.  payments  to  producers  at  full  support  rate 
were  made  soon  after  delivery  to  GCC,  by  means  of  sight  drafts  issued  by 
the  PMA  State  Office. 
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In  most  instances  wo  re  housemen,  through  an  agreement  with  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation,  acted  as  receivers  and  handlers  of  the  grain  delivered  by 
farmers.  At  most  delivery  points,  in  cooperation  with  the  Virginia 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Foderal-State  inspectors  sampled  and  graded 
grain  as  received.  In  areas  where  only  snail  lots  to  as  much  as  a car- 
load could  be  gathered,  county  committees  assisted  in  shipping  the  corn 
for  producers.  In  these  cases,  prior  inspection  service  was  of  course 
not  available,  and  grade  at  destination  determined  the  acceotability  of 
the  corn.  Generally,  this  latter  method  of  handling  proved  not  tco  sat- 
isfactory because  of  the  delay  in  returning  inspection  and  weight 
certificates  and  uncertainty  of  meeting  grade  requirements.  In  a few 
cases  it  became  necessary  tc  advertize  for  sale  locally,  to  the  highest 
bidder,  in  order  tc  handle  small  amounts  which  cculd  net  be  shipped. 

Of  the  total  estimated  1518  crop  of  50,525,900  bushels  for  Virginia,  a 
total  of  1,489,657  bushels  were  placed  under  purchase  agreement  with 
673,573  bushels  being  actually  delivered  to  Commodity  Credit  Corporation.

Section  IV 


CROP  INSURANCE  PROGRAM  IP  VIRGINIA 


The  Tobacco  Crop  Insurance  Program  is  entering  its  six  years  of  operation  in 
Virginia.  In  1945  tobacco  insurance  was  offered  in  two  counties,  with  three 
additional  counties  added  in  1348.  Under  recent  legislation  Virginia  has 
been  allotted  two  additional  counties,  mailing  a total  of  seven  counties  for 
1950.  Gradual  expansion  is  anticipated,  and  additioanl  counties  will  be 
added  in  1951,  1952,  and  1953.  Eventually,  insurance  should  be  available  in 
all  of  the  major  tobacco  counties. 

Multiple  Crop  Insurance,  which  is  devised  mainly  for  diversified  farming  areas, 
will  be  offered  in  I960  in  one  Virginia  counuy.  This  is  a new  type  of  insur- 
ance in  which  the  producer’s  investment  in  all  of  the  major  money  crops  grown 
is  guaranteed  against  unavoidable  losses.
